the water lealfed out tho phosphorus 
came in contact with the air, causing 
it,to smolder and smoke. No damage 
waa done,

The town of Bradley in Lincoln

At the time It was~used-.it 
had been covered with .water to pre- 
vent ignition, but during the cold 
weather the water froze, and' when 
the water leaded out the phosphorus 
came in contact with the air, causing 
it. to. smolder arid smoke. No damage 
was done.

Several witnesses were examined who 
were In that vicinity when the acci- 
dent occurred, but none . of 
them 


could give the exact details o£ the 
affair, altho one 
woman 
admitted 


that she was looking right at Mr. 
Griffith as he came along the side- 
walk, but stated that it all. happened 
so quickly that it was impossible to 
grasp the details. 
Mr. Griffith was .a native of Isew 


York state, where he was born on the 
27th of July, 1846, and would have 
been 72 years of age had he lived un- 
til his next birthday. He came to 
Wisconsin in 1879, and lived at Ves- 
por' for several years,

Grand Rapids about 25 years ago, 
where 
he 
has since resided. Mr. 


Griffith was well known in this ,city 
and one of our most respected citi- 
zens, and tha announcement of his 
death came as a. great shock to the 
public in general.

NOW IN THE MAKING 


To the Citizens of-Wood County: 


I have been aslted by the Wlscon 


sin War History Commission to take 
the chairmanship of the War History 
Committee for Wood" county with the 
view of compiling a complete detallec 
history and making up a record of al 
war activities within the county. We 
have requested the Wood Countj 
Normal and Agricultural school oi 
Grand Rapids, to receive and classify 
all the facts and records as fast as 
they can ho gathered and to act as 
custodian of the records, and keep al 
material forwarded to them 
and 


gathered by them In permanent flies 
and classified until such time as such 
material may be needed for publica- 
tion in book form, and 
we 
have 


drafted Hon. M. H. Jackson, superin- 
tendent of the school above named 
for chairman of the special commit- 
tee, which I will name to assume tho 
responsibility for gathering the data 
in the county and in their respective 
localities. On such committee we are 
asking Mr. George Varney, county 
superintendent of schools, and also 
the principal oif each high school 
within the county to serve, and we 
will name one person In each village 
nnd town ou the committee to assist 
in the work. We are, however, ask- 
ing every citizen in the county to be- 
gin now and keep a record of all 
matters of interest, all war activities, 
every Item that may appear to have 
any value from which to compile the 
history and statistics for Wood coun- 
ty, and especially along the following 
lines:-. 
1. All records and official reports 


issued by the county Council of De- 
fense, the Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. 
committees, the Liberty Loan com- 
mittees, the proclamations and re- 
ports of the county board, and all 
county, city or town bodies, so far as 
they pertain to your county's activity 
In the war. 


2. Tlie report of all public meet- 


Ings held In the county for war pur- 
poses such as club meetings, labor 
unions, social and professional or- 
ganizations. Secure copies of all res- 
olutions passed at such meetings, nnd 
of the action taken, 


3. Military Material. Secure 
the 


nnrao and address of every man from 
your county who enters military or 
naval service, his photograph and all 
group pictures showing military units 
all letters and diaries tliat can be se- 
cured. In case the original letters 
cannot be obtained endeavor to se- 
cure copies. (Note: 
The Adjutant 


General's oflice does not have on file 
a complete list of all tho men who 
have entered the service from Wis- 
consin, Unless these records are com- 
piled by local committees, many of 
the names may never be recovered). 


4. Civilian war work and relief 


work, such as the records of the local 
Red Cross organization, nursing, sew- 
ing, 
knitting, sending supplies to the 


soldiers, etc. 


5. Children's work: 
Secure 
the 


name of every boy 
and 
girl who 


raises a war garden, engages In farm 
work, sell's Thrift Stamps and Liber- 
ty Bonds; compile ia record of tho 
amount of work performed. 


6. Economic and Industrial mater- 


ial, 
including price lists, advertise- 


ments, 
market 
quotations, 
bank 


statements , financial statements of 
local factories, mills, stores, indus- 
trial corporations, etc, 


7. Newspapers: A separate flle of, 


every newspaper published In 
the 


county should be placed in the war 
collection, 
If 
possible, an 
index 


should be made of every Item per- 
taining to your county's activity in 
the war. Keep the 
index- always 


available for public use. 


Parents and friends of our boys 


who are In any government service, 
are asked to preserve and send In 
letters received from the boys sta- 
tioned In this country, or in other 
countries, an.d any and all Incidents 
pertaining to them, Do not be afraid 
of sending In too much material, wo 
want It all. We can then get the ma- 
terial in shape where It will make up 
a record for future generations.

tee, or if they will kindly do so, send

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There* were certainly never more generals and 


admirals on the'streets in 18C1-G5 than 
there are today, writes "Nomad" in the 
Boston Transcript.

numerous on Connecticut 
avenue as 


civilian suits. The atmosphere of the 
place is military.

For those who ure favorably situ- 


atfd for raising mrkeys, a more protit- 
able side lint- scarcely can be. {omul. 
Plenty of range is necessary to raise 
turkeys, so this usually limits the op- 
portunity to the ftirms. 
Turkeys are 


included in the department of agricul- 
ture's program for increasing poultry 
production, and specialists of the de- 
partment point out how and where in- 
creases can be obtained. 


Turkeys are especially suited to the 


grain and stock farms where. Jhere is 
iimplu ranging ground abounding in 
such turkey food as grasshoppers nnd 
other Insects, weed seeds, waste grain 
such us is left in the nelds after har- 
vest, nud nuts of such varieties as 
beechnuts, chestnuts, pecans, pine nuts 
end weoriis. On such farms the. pres- 
ent prices of grain, affect the turkey 
raiser but little, for with the excep- 
tion of what is used nt fattening time 
the feed consumed Is largely of such 
a kind as would otherwise he wasted. 


Raise More Turkeys. 


With but little additional outlay to 


the farmer ninny more turkeys could 
nnd should be raised, federal special- 
ists say. The small number of turkeys 
per fn'rm in the United States is sur- 
prising. 
According to the census of 


1910, which is the latest- that has been 
taken, only 18.7 per cent of the total 
number of farms reported any turkeys 
at all, and on those farms reporting 
turkeys an average of but slightly over 
four breeding turkeys was found per 
furm. 
Some farms by nature of the 


crops grown on them or because of 
unfavorable 
surroundings 
are 
not 


adapted to turkey raising, but most 
farms could easily handle a breeding 
flock of from 10 to 15 hftn turkeys 
and a torn, raising from 75 to 150 each 
year at a good profit. 


Throughout the middle West, where 


most of the turkeys nre raised, it is 
unusual to see n tlock of more than 
|50 on n farm, although in Texas, where 
iniore are produced than In any other 
istnle, flocks of several hundred nre 
rather common.

FROM OVER IN FRANCE 


The following letter was received 
from Donald E. Sullivan, who is now 
with the boys in France: 
Somewhere on the Shores of 
Sunny France. 


Dear Folks: 


Springtime, 1918. 


Yours truly arrived safe and sound 
and am in the pink of condition. I 
got a little seasick on my voyage 
over the ocean, but otherwise you can 
figure that everything is jake with 
me. Here we are in our barracks in 
the beautiful land of France. 
The scenery all thru France is fine, 
in fact, it lis beautiful. .Grass is 
green, trees leaving out, flowers 
blooming, and birds singing every- 
where. It reminds one of a great 
fairy land. I never imagined any- 
thing like it. One can hardly realize 
that the country is plagued with war. 
Everything seems so peaceful. The 
people are very nice, but they have

That Paris had u year ago. Our re- 
formers preach standardization, uni- 
formity in clothes;

early Puritans.
